If 'we. are to return to our once outstanding greatness of a nation dedicated* ;to - 
freedom, ' liberty and justice, then we must return to the form of government our 
founding fathers established.

That oath is - 

»I do solemnly swear that I will support and defend the Constitution of the Unil^ M 
States against all enemies , foreign and domestic; that I will bear true faith ancH 
allegiance to the same; that I take this obligation freely without any mental res- 
ervation or purpose of evasion; and that I will well and faithfully discharge the 
duties of the office in which I am about to enter, so help me God." 

Every official of government and every officer of the armed forces from the 
lowest to the highest take that oath, and must obey, enforce and live up to it 

as it decrees or resign or be removed from office* 

No man who is or has been a member of or supports socialism, communism, World 
Federation, United Nations, the Council of Foreign Relations or any organization 
.that seeks interdependence with or subservience to any international or world 
government can take that oath of office without evasion or reservations* If any 
such corrupted - tainted - officials take the oath, they commit perjury and they 
recalled, impeached and prosecuted for perjury* In a free society every 
official^ record is documented and open for scrutiny and their every action must 
be continually debated, discussed and weighed to prevent arbitrary unconstitution- 
al actions. 

Any man as a citizen of the U*S* may hold any belief he wishes against govern- 
ment, for communism, against our way of life, etc* - this is his right - a freedonm 

that is guaranteed by the Constitution but he has no right to take the oath of 
office knowingly holding the Constitution in contempt - or having any desire for 
or giving any allegiance to any movement that would eliminate, denigrate, ignore 
or subvert any part of the Constitution and he so swears when he takes -willingly- 
the oath of office* 

Whether this nation survives or falls, lives or dies, grows or perishes, will be 
dependent upon the elimination from this government - ( in all branches, Executive, 
legislative and Judicial) of any and all officials who fail to uphold the oath of 
office or who perjured themselves when taking that oath of office* 

Any man who takes the oath of office with any reservation or with any evasion 

cannot bear true faith or allegiance to the Constitution, to the United States. 

We must 11 judge man by his fruits". We must judge man by his record. We must expose 
the actions of every official and weigh the merits of each. We must return to the' 
morals that are mandatory in a free society - our leaders must have - must show 
by^their actions that they are patriotic, moral, honest, loyal, of high integrity, 
intelligent and above all, love the Constitution and the sovereignty of the U.S. 

Only with such leaders - officials - officers can our great Constitutional Republic 
return to its rightful place in history as a society of free men. 

The managed - controlled media - T*V., newspaper, magazine, movies, etc*, must 
be freed. Only with, the truly free press of our founding -fathers, can corruption,,'-.^ 
dishonesty, perversion, immorality and treason be exposed and justice carried, out. 

Our citizens must have the facts to judge and support justice* Only then will our 
citizens know the truth and the truth will keep them free.
